Instead of War 


OSTMASTER GENERAL 
BROWN announced today 
that, in order to commem- 
orate the 60th anniversary 

of the establishment of Arbor Day, a 
special two-cent stamp, printed in an 
ink, will be issued by the Postal Serv- 
ice. 

This anniversary will be observed 
on April 22, 1932, and marks the 100th 
anniversary of the birth of J. Ster- 
ling Morton, through whose efforts a 
day was first officially set aside for 
the planting of trees by the State of 
Nebraska in 1872 

The stamp is of the same size as 
the regular issue. It is surrounded 
by a narrow white line border within 
which on either side rises a large tree 
with spreading branches that meet at 
the top in the form of an arbor. Across 
the top of the stamp in two curved 
lines are the words “United States 
Postage” in white Roman. In a 
curved line inside the arch are the 
words “Arbor Day” in red Roman. 
Across the bottom of the stamp in a 
narrow panel, with solid background 
and white edges, are the words “Two 
Cents” in white Roman. Directly 
above the panel on either side within 
a circle with white edge and solid 
background is the large numeral “2”. 
Acanthus scrolls extend from the tops 
of the circles over the base of the 
trees. The central design of the 
stamp pictures the planting of a tree 
by a girl and boy, the former holding 
the tree in position while the earth 
is filled in by the boy. In the left 
background is a small house with for- 
est trees extending to the right. In 
astraight line below the central figure 
are the figures “1872-1932,” in white 
Roman. 

The Arbor Day stamp will be first 
Placed on sale at the post office in 





Nebraska City, Nebr., the former 
home of J. Sterling Morton, on April 
22, 1932, and at other post offices 
throughout the country as soon as 
production will permit. For the bene- 
fit of stamp collectors the Arbor Day 
stamp will be on sale at the Phila- 
telic Agency, Washington, D. C., on 
April 23, but the Agency will not pre- 
pare covers. 

Stamp collectors desiring first day 
cancellations of the 2c Arbor Day 
stamp may send a limited number of 
addressed covers, not to exceed 25, 
to the Postmaster, Nebraska City, 
Nebr., with a cash or postal money 
order remittance to exactly cover the 
value of the stamps required for af- 
fixing; other postage stamps will pos- 
itively not be accepted in payment, 
All covers transmitted by mail must 
be sent in time to reach Nebraska 
City not later than April 18. Covers 
will be accepted from bona fide sub- 
scribers only, and each cover must be 
properly and legibly addressed; cov- 
ers bearing pencil addresses will not 
be accepted. Special care must be 
taken in addressing covers to bear 
blocks of four of the stamps to allow 
sufficient clear space for the attaching 
of the stamps. Compliance can not 
be made with unusual requests, such 
as for the affixing of stamps bearing 
plate numbers or the irregular placing 
of the stamps on covers, etc. Requests 
for a supply of uncanceled stamps 
must not be included in orders for 
first day covers. If uncanceled stamps 
of the new commemorative issues are 
desired for collection purposes, a sep- 
arate order should be sent to the 
Philatelic Agency, Division of Stamps, 
Post Office Department, Washington, 
D. C., and it will receive prompt at- 
tention.

observed in Nebraska in 1872. The 
plan was conceived and the name 
“Arbor Day” proposed by J. Sterling 
Morton, then a member of the State 
Board of Agriculture, and later United 
States Secretary of Agriculture. At 
a meeting of the State Board of Ag- 
riculture of Nebraska, held at Lin- 
coln, January 4, 1872, he introduced 
a resolution providing’ “that Wednes- 
day, the 10th day of April, 1872, be 

. especially set apart and conse- 
crated to tree planting in the State 
of Nebraska and the State Board of 
Agriculture hereby name it Arbor 
Day.” The resolution was adopted, 
and prizes were offered to the county 
agricultural society and to the indi- 
vidual who should plant the greatest 
number of trees. Wide publicity was 
given to the plan, and over a million 
trees were planted in Nebraska on 
that first Arbor Day. 

The time of the observance of Ar- 
bor Day varies greatly in different 
states and countries, being determined 
somewhat by climatic conditions. In 
many states it is combined with Bird 
Day. In general the date is early in 
the year in the South and is set fur- 
ther along toward summer in the more 
Northern States. In some states it is

More than half the states have en- 
acted laws for the observance of Ar- 
bor Day. In the other states and 
also in the territories the day is ob- 
served by proclamation of the gov- 
ernor, authorization of the superin- 
tendent of education, or by other ac- 
tion. In Nebraska and Rhode Island 
- day has been made a public holi- 

ay. 

The Secretary of Agriculture is au- 
thorized by the Clarke-McNary for- 
estry law to cooperate with the va- 
rious states in producing and distrib- 
uting forest tree seeds and plants for 
the purpose of establishing wind- 
breaks, shelter belts and farm wood- 
lands upon denuded and nonforested 
lands within such cooperating states. 
Until the enactment of this law low 
price planting stock was not generally 
available throughout the country. 

The passage of this law has mate- 
rially stimulated the states to supply 
the types of planting stock best suited 
‘o farm planting and in quantities suf- 
ficient to meet the constantly growing 
demand. Over 30,000,000 young trees 
are annually distributed to farmers 
from the state nurseries. The cost 
of these trees varies in the individual 
states with the age and kind of stock 
from a nominal charge to cover post- 
age and packing up to an average of 
about $5 per thousand. 

When the World War came to an 
end in November, 1918, the thoughts 
of the Nation turned at once to find- 
ing appropriate memorials for those 
who had fallen for the cause of world 
freedom. For this purpose it seemed 
especially fitting that each commu- 
nity commemorate the sacrifice made 
by its own citizens by planting, with 
suitable ceremonies, groves or avenues 
of trees, which should serve as living 
monuments to the fallen soldiers. 
Many organizations took up the idea, 
and the Secretary of Agriculture ad- 
dressed a letter to the governors of 
the States suggesting that they “com-

mend to the citizens of their States, 
and particularly to those in attend- 
ance upon its schools, such an ob- 
servance of Arbor Day as will secure 
a widespread planting of trees, dedi- 
cated to those whose lives have been 
sacrificed in the great struggle to pre- 
serve American rights and the civiliza- 
tion of the world.” Thousands of me- 
morial-tree plantings have been made 
since that time; single trees in mem- 
ory of individuals, memorial plantings 
along streets and highways, groves in 
parks, and on community grounds. The 
custom has also been extended to in- 
clude trees and groves in honor of 
patriotic and civic organizations and 
to mark historic spots. 

As has so frequently happened with 
Commemorative stamps in the past 
few years, there will probably be 
those who will cite the claim of Ad- 
ams, New York, to First day issue 
recognition on account of being the 
birthplace of Mr. Morton. 

While Julius Sterling Morton is the 
man credited with the establishment 
of Arbor Day, B. G. Northrop, while 
secretary of the Connecticut Board of 
Education, seems to have been the 
first—in 1865—to suggest the annual

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Mountains and Stamps

MOUNT ARARAT. ARMENIA. 





O matter how diverse the in- 
terests and pursuits of men 
may be, in stamps will al- 
ways be found something 

applicable to a man’s occupation or 

pastime. At first thought the gap be- 
tween the mountaineer and the phila- 

telist may seem a wide one, but a 

glimpse through the catalogue will 
show that mountains are depicted on 
many stamps, and even an alpinist 
and edelweiss—the climber’s own 

flower—on one. ; 

The first ‘stamp mountain” one will 
come across in the British Empire sec- 
tion of the catalogue is Mount Ro- 
raima, depicted on the le stamp of 
the Jubilee issue of British Guiana. 
This isolated, flat-topped, sandstone 
mountain—situated where Brazil, Ven- 
ezuela, and British Guiana meet—is 
over 6800 feet high. Sloping grad- 
ually to about the 5000 feet mark it 
then rises almost vertically for 2000 
feet, and down this precipice tumble 
innumerable cataracts and waterfalls. 
The stamp, especially in the retouched 
state, gives an excellent impression of 
the mountain, which was first scaled 
by Sir E. F. Im Thurn on December 
18th, 1884. 

The Rocky Mountains appear both 
on the 10c stamp of the 1928 issue of 
Canada and on various labels of the 
U.S. A. Perhaps the most interesting 
of these latter is the 5c of June, 1898, 
which shows John Charles Fremont— 
the American explorer—in the Rock- 
ies. In 1842, acting under the author- 
ity of the Government, he explored 
the South Pass of the mountains, and 
demonstrated the possibility of open- 
ing up a route from one side of the 
continent to the other. During Au- 
gust of the same year he climbed the 
highest summit of the Wind River 
Mountains, and the peak is now named 
after him. 

On July 9th, 1923, appeared a New- 
foundland stamp of the value of 12c, 
which shows Mount Moriah, named 
after that place of sacrifice where of 
old Isaac was bade to take his son 








and offer him there as a burnt offer- 
ing (Gen. xxii, 2). 

Mention of Isaac naturally sets one 
thinking of other Biblical characters 
and thence to Mount Ararat, round 
which are gathered many traditions 
concerning the Deluge. Pictured on 
stamps both of the Trans-Caucasian 
Federation and Armenia, Mount Ara- 
rat is the culminating point of the 
Armenian Plateau, 17,000 feet above 
sea level. Midway between the Black 
Sea and the Caspian, the Mediter- 
ranean and the Persian Gulf, it is not 
surprising that it is the legendary 
resting place of Noah’s Ark. Here 
also the Garden of Eden is said to be 
situate, while Marand, nearby, is Eve’s 
burial place. In the garden of the 
St. James Monastery was shown 
“Noah’s Vine,” until the monastery 
was overwhelmed by an avalanche in 
1840. The Armenian monks long be- 
lieved that no one was permitted to 
reach the “sacred remains on the se- 
cret top of Ararat,” but the summit 
was gained by Dr. J. Parrot, a Ger- 
man, on September 27th, 1829. Since 
then the mountain has been ascended 
by a large number of climbers. 

On certain of the Japanese stamps 
is depicted another “sacred mountain.” 
Mount Fujiyama, or Fiji-san—that 
beautiful, symmetrical volcanic peak

Washington, D. C. 
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—is the highest mountain in Japan, 
and Kin-ga-mine—as the summit is 
called—is 12,395 feet above the sea. 
Venerated by the Japanese, large 
numbers of pilgrims make the ascent 
in midsummer. The climb is very 
easy, and from Gatemba, the usual 
starting point, the ascent and descent 
can be made by a pedestrian in one 
day. 

—_™ to New Zealand we find 
several pictures of Mounts Earnslaw, 
Ruapehu, and Cook. Perhaps the 5s 
stamp of 1898 gives the finest repre- 
sentation of a mountain to be found 
on any British Empire issue. Mount 
Cook, or Aorangi, “the sky-piercer,” 
which the stamp depicts, is situated 
in the South Island; 12,349 feet in 
height, its snow line is 3500 feet lower 
than that of the Swiss Alps. The 
summit was first gained by Messrs. 
Fyfe, Graham, and Clark on Christ- 
mas Day, 1894. 

In June, 1908, Ecuador issued a se- 
ries of stamps commemorative of the 
twenty-fifth anniversary of the open- 
ing of the Guayaquil to Quito Rail- 
way. The Chimborazo, a conical peak 
of the Andes, first climbed by that 
great alpinist Whymper in 1880. The 
mountain gives its name to a prov- 
ince. Though 20,498 feet above sea 
level its summit is only 11,000 feet 
above the valley of Quito. When it 
is recalled that the height of Mount 
Blane is 15,782 feet we have some 
idea of the gigantic height of the 
Andes, while it is of interest to note 
that the railway crossing these moun- 
tains is the highest in the world, the 
Jungfrau Railway in Switzerland, 
which reaches an elevation of 11,340 
feet, being a few feet lower. 

The 1914 10 france Swiss stamp 
pictures the Jungfrau or “Virgin” 
Peak; the mountain lost its claim to 
this title in 1811. Several other Swiss 
stamps portray mountains. The first 
“Pro Juventute” stamp, issued in 1913, 
shows “Helvetia” with the classic Mat- 
terhorn in the background. This 
mountain has been responsible for 
more deaths than any other Alpine 
peak. It was first conquered in 1865 
by Messrs. Whymper, Hadow, Lord 
Francis Douglas, and the Rev. C. Hud- 
son, accompanied by two guides and 
two porters. The story of the terrible 
accident which occurred on the de- 
scent, and which resulted in the deaths 
of four members of the party, is too 
well known to bear repetition here. 
The mighty Wetterhorn with its 7000 
feet precipice falling sheer into the 
Grindewald Valley is surely the most 
striking mountain of the Alps. The 
issue of a “Pro Juventute” stamp for 
1931 bearing a picture of this peak 
is of particular interest to the writer, 
as on July 8rd and 4th, 1929, his

MR. TILTON In reply to the editor- 
SPEAKS ial in the March 5 is- 

sue of Linn’s Weekly 
Stamp News relative to the handling 
of the cachet for Mt. Vernon, Mr. F. 
A. Tilton sends a lengthy letter in 
defense of the action of the Post- 
office Department in permitting the 
use of the cachet announced for Mt. 
Vernon, in both Wakefield and Wash- 
ington. 

While the letter from Mr. Tilton is 
quite long and much of it unnecessary 
to publish in order to set up the de- 
fense of the Department it can best 
be summed up by stating that Mr. 
Tilton acknowledges that the Depart- 
ment had announced the use of the 
Cachet at Mt. Vernon (and at no 
other place), and a copy of the orig- 
inal announcement is supplied in sup- 
port of his letter. Mr. Tilton then 
goes on to say that inasmuch as col- 
lectors had submitted letters to the 
amount of about 20,000 at Wakefield 
and about 30,000 at Washington, that 
orders were issued at the last minute 
and rubber stamps supplied with 
which to apply the cachet announced 
only for Mount Vernon, both at Wake- 
field and Washington. 

The point we attempted to make in 
our original editorial on this matter 
was, that since the cachet had been 
announced for Mt. Vernon and for 
Mt. Vernon alone that the Postoffice 
Department made a very serious mis- 
take and a mistake which is not ap- 
proved by collectors, by permitting 
the use of this cachet at places other 
than Mt. Vernon. If the Postoffice 
Department expects collectors to co- 
operate with it, then the collector has 
the same right to ask that the Post- 
office Department will cooperate with 





them and cooperatiton in this respect 
means a strict adherence to the pub- 
lished announcements and these pub- 
lished announcements at all times 
should be made a sufficient length of 
time before each event to permit their 
publication in the various Journals 
and Papers to which collectors look 
for information. 

The Postoffice Department must re- 
member that thousands of collectors 
are represented by dealers who make 
it a business of supplying covers for 
various events. Due to the fact that 
one dealer in the face of the an- 
nouncement by the Postoffice Depart- 
ment, that the cachet in question was 
to be applied only at Mt. Vernon, ad- 
vertised and took orders for thousands 
of covers, offering them from both 
Wakefield and Washington and an- 
nouncing that they would bear the 
cachet that was supposed to be used 
at Mt. Vernon only, it would seem 
very probable that a very large per- 
centage of the 30,000 covers cacheted 
at Washington and the 20,000 cach- 
eted at Wakefield, might have come 
largely from this one source so that 
the Department placed itself in the 
position of seeming to help this deal- 
er put across something which other 
dealers did not attempt because they 
cooperated with the Department ac- 
cording to the Department announce- 
ment and offered covers only from 
Mt. Vernon. 

The proper procedure on the part 
of the Department, in this instance 
would have been to flatly refuse to 
help this dealer put across the game 
he was playing and leave him to find a

way out of his dilemma. Action of 
this sort would have met with the ap- 
proval of all collectors and dealers 
and would have taught this man that 
it was best to observe the regulations 
as they were laid down by the Depart- 
ment.

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INTERVIEWS WITH STAMP 
PORTRAITS 


By Capt. A. C. Townsend 


Mr. Secretary of State Seward, I 
believe ? 

1 am, sir. What do you wish of 

me? 
Linn’s Weekly Stamp News has sent 
me to ask for an interview, sir. We 
would like your views regarding the 
use of your portrait on the 2c Alaska- 
Yukon stamp of 1909. 

I see. And how much of an inter- 
view do you desire? 

Why, just a short sketch of your 
life, Mr. Seward, and then a few words 
about the stamp and the event that it 
was issued to celebrate. 

Very well. Are you ready to take 
it down? I was born in 1801 in 
Florida ... 

Pardon me, Mr. Secretary. | 
thought you were born in New York? 

Are you giving this interview, or 
am I, young man? As I was saying, 
I was born in Florida, New York. I 
studied law and gained some little 
fame at the bar, but politics was my 
natural bent and I became the leader 
of the Whig party. In 1860 I was 
the most prominent Whig candidate 
for President and it was only by clev- 
erly combining all the opposition 
against me that Lincoln was nomi- 
nated and then elected. 

And then he made you Secretary of 
State, did he not? 

He did, sir. Wonderful politician, 
Lincoln. Clipping my wings and mak- 
ing me his faithful ally by having me 
at the head of his Cabinet. After his 
untimely death I remained with John- 
son and in 1867 made the purchase of 
Russian America. 

Pardon me again, Mr. Seward. What 
do you mean by Russian America? 

Alaska, young man, Alaska. Really, 
the ignorance of you modern journal- 
ists is appalling. That land was set- 
tled and owned by Russia and was 
called Russian America until I re- 
named it Alaska. I bought it from 
Russia for our country for seven mil- 
lion, two hundred thousand dollars. 
There was considerable opposition to 
the purchase for some time, but many 
a year since then it has yielded a 
revenue of ten times that amount from 
its gold and silver alone. 

Silver, Mr. Secretary? I never 
heard that Alaska produced any large 
amount of silver. 

I refer to the silver scales of the 
Alaska salmon, young man. Gold in 
the earth and silver in the water, a 
most fortuitous combination. 


Will you spell the word before 
“combination” for me, Mr. Seward? 

Young man, you go back to your 
editor! Tell him to send you to school 
for 10 or 20 years more. You may 
also tell him that certainly I was 
pleased with the stamp issued to com- 
mem... No, I will not use that word. 
You would ask me how to spell it. 
Just say the stamp issued to celebrate 
the Russian American purchase—a
